$ of the welfth Parhament of Great-Britain, cyith an Account of ail the ma- 
terial Queftions therein determined, and of the political Difputes thereby occafioned 


evithout doors, Continued jrom p. 400. 


HESE were the mof remarka- 

ble affairs that happened before 
the Chriftmas holidays; for at the 
rifing of the houle on the 20th they 
adjourned till Tuefday the 14th of Ja- 
nuary then next; on whieh day his 
majelty came again to the houte of 
lords, and made amof gracious ipeech 
from the throne which the reader may 
fee in London Magazine for 1766, p 
47. To this fpeech both houfes an- 
{wered as ufual by moft loyal addrefies, 
and his majelty’s anfwer to each when 
prefented,. may be Seen in ditto Mag. 
p. 1. And as from both his majeity’s 
fpeeches as well as from the addreiles 
of both heufes upon both occations, 
jtappears, that the aét of the preceding 
fefhon for impofing a ftamp duty upon 
our American colonies, with the con- 
telts and ¢cifturbances. thereby occa- 
fioned, was to be the chief affair brought 
before this feffion, I fhall begin with 
an account of the proceedings upon 
that. important affair, and conclude 
that fubjett, before I proceed to any 
thing elie. 


As his majefty, in both his {peeches. 


from the throne, had b-en {0 gracious 
as to tell his parliament, that he would 
order all the advices and papers rela- 
tive to the matters of imffortance that 


had happened in -his colonies in Ame-. 


rica to be laid before them, according- 
l¥y on the tgth-of January, as foon as 
the houfe of commons had appointed 
a committee'to draw up the addrefs to 
his majety which they had. then re- 
feived-on, Mr. Secretary Conway ftood 
up and, by his majeity’s ¢ommand, 
prefefited to the houfe copies or ex- 
trats Of a gyeat many letters from or 
to his majelty’s governors in Ame- 
nea, and from or to his minitters 

- And alfo a great many. other 
Papers relative to the ftamp duty 
at which had been pafled the pre- 
ceding feflion; all which letters and 


Papers were ordered to be referred. 


to &committee of the whole houfe, 

it was refolved, that the heufe 
; on the 28th, refolve itielf 
moa committee of the whole houfe 


: 1766, 






for that _purpofe ; and that the houfe 
might on that day be as full as poffi 
bie it was ofdered, that the houfe fhould 
on that day be-called over, as alfo that 
Mr. Speaker fhould write circulaf 
letters, tothe therifts and ftewards of 
the feveral counties in Great Britain, 
requiring the attendance of the mem- 
bers of that houfe, upen the faid 28th 
of January. 

On the #7th of January, . there was 
prefented to the houfe and read a pe- 
tition of the merchants of London 
trading to North America, {ettirg 


. forth that the petitioners had. been 


long concerned in carrying on. the 
trade between this ceuntry and the 
Britith colonies on the continent of 
North. America; and that they had 
annually exported very large quanti- 
ties of Britiih manufactures, confiiiing 
of woollen goods of all kinds, cottons, 
lmens, hardware, fhoes, hoalehold 
furnitute, and almof without excep- 
tion, of every other ipecies ef goods 
manwtactured in thefe kingdoms; be- 
fxle other articles imported from 
abread, chiefly purchafed with our ma- 
nufacures and with the produce of 
our colonies; by all which, many 
thoufand .manufaéturers, feamen and 
labourers, had been employed, to the 
very gteat and -increafing benefit of 
this nation; and that, in return for 
thefe exports, the petitioners. had re- 
ceived from the colonics, rice, indico 
tobacco, naval ftores, oil, whale fins, 
furrs, and lately potath, with other 
commoditics, befide remiteanees by 
bills of exchange and bullion cbtained 
by the colonitts im payment for articles 


ot their produce, not required for the . 


Britith market, and therefore export- 
ed to other places; and that from-the 


nature of this trade, confifting of Bri- , 


tith manufactures exported, and of 
the import of faw materials from 
America, many of them ufed iv ovr 
manutadiures, and all of them tend- 
ing to leflen our dependence on neigh- 
bouring ftates, it mult be. deemed of 
the higheft. importance ia the, com- 
imerctal fyftem of thas nation ; and that 
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this commerce, fo beneficial, to: the 
ftate, and fo neceflary for the fuppont 
of :multitudes, then Jay. under fuch 
difficulties, and difcouragements,, that 
nothing jels than: its.utter ruin was 
apprehended, without. the mediate 
interpotition of parliament; , and that, 
in confequence of. the. trade. between 
the colonies andthe mother. country, 
as eftablifhed and,as permitted for. ma- 
ry years,. and), of the, experience 
which the petitioners bad Jong. had of 
the readineis of the Americans to make 
their juft remittances,.to, the utmeoft 
of their real. ability, they had. been 
induced to make and venture,fuch 
Jarge exportations of Britih manufzc- 
tures, as to leave the colonies sndebt- 
ed to, the merchants of Great. Britain 
in. the fum.of feveral millions fterling ; 
and .that.. now..the coloniits, when 
prefied for payment, appeal to palt ex, 
perience, in proof of their willingnels; 
but declare it, is) not in, their power, 
at prefent, to make -good their, en- 
gagements, jalledging that the taxes 
and reftrictions laid upon them, and 
the extenfion, of the. jurj{dicion of 
vice admiralty, courts eftablithed by

Thoush ‘he was ‘contibtially involved 
iW War, thé’ fain ptuous {pleindor of his 
colt And his edifices was fuperior to 
any thing ‘the world Nad feen before, 
He'purlt ‘Qa pew ‘city at the diltance of 
abotit thréé miles frony Corduba, which 
he Yeulled Dehra, the name of a fa- 
vouriteé ‘fémale flave.’ Here-likewife 
he érétted'a palate, the grandeur and 
beauty OF whith’ could” hardly be 
eqaalled. “TE was built by one of the 
moft fkilflil architeéts in (Conantino- 
ple, ‘which’ city was at that time (about 
the middie of the: tenth century) the 
feat Of the {Ciences anil ‘the fine, arts. 
Tn this palace were a‘ thoufand and 
fourteen coltimns of Spanith and’ Afri- 
can marble, nineteen of Italian’ mar- 
ble, and an hundred‘and twenty, fent 
by the Greek ‘emperor, of extfaiordi- 
nary beauty. The faloon, ‘called’ the 
caliphs faloon, was rich beyond éx- 
prefficn: ~The walls were'of rhe ‘fiitelt 
marble, “and ‘the ornaments of pure’ 
gold, ‘In the middle'ot the faloon was 
a'marble’ bafoh, farfrounded with Va- 
rious figures ‘of ‘birds’ and” beatts ‘that 
threw up the water.

The other 
apartingnts of this palace were propor- 
tidhably fuperb, and equally exprefled 
the tafte' and maghificeticeof their mal- 
ter. “Tn the middle of the’ royal’ gare 
dens ftood 4 grand pavilion, where the 
caliph iifed to' repote after the farisues 
of hanting.’

Effex, &c. fo contrary to common 
practice, will be no doubt agreeable 
to our readers, and therefore we fhall 
give it, from Dr. Baker's late pamph- 
let on that faubject. | 

‘* All perfons are obliged to go 
through a ftrict preparatory regimen 
for a fortnight before the operation 
is performed. During this courfe, 
every kind of animal food, milk 
only exceptedjand all fermented liquors 
and {pices are forbidden. ' Fruit of all 
forts is allowed, except only on. thofe 
days when a purging medicine is.taken. 
In this. fortnight of preparation, a 
dofe of a powder is ordered to be taki 
at bed-time, three feveral times; an 
on the following mornings a dofe 
of purging falt.. To children only 
three dofes of the powder are given; 
without ‘any purging falt. The 
compofition of this powder is indu, 
ftrioufly kept a fecret. But that it 
confifts partly of a mercurial. prepa, 
ration, is- demonétrated ‘by its:having 
made the gums of feveral people fore, 
and even falivated others. The months 
of May,’ June, July, and Auguft, are

This done, he only prefleth down, the 
raifed cuticle with his, finger, »and ap- 
lyeth neither plaitter, nor bandage. 
hat. is extremely remarkable, he 
frequently inoculates people with the 
moifure taken from. the arm: before 
the eruption of the fimall-pox, nay 
within four days, after the operation 
has been performed. And, I am.in- 
formed,.‘at prefent he gives the pré- 
ference to. this method. He has: at- 
tempted to inoculate by means of the 
blood ; but without fuccefs. Oa the 
Hight following the operation, the pa- 
tient takes a pill, This medicine is 
repeated every other night, until the 
fever comes on. All this time made- 
rate exercife'in the air is ftrongly re- 
commended. In three days atter the 
operation, if it has fucceeded, there 
appears on the incifion, a fpot hkea 
fiea-hite, not yet above the fkin. 
This fpot by degrees rifes to a red 
imple and then becomes a bladder 
Full of clearlymph, This advanceth 
to maturation like the variolots puf- 
tules, but is the laft which falleth off.

of voluntary jurisdiciion, as wellas cer= 
tarnlaw-fuits, Thefe farms are faid to, 
bring into’ the kineg’s. coffers above 
one hundred and twenty millions of, 
hvres yearly, ‘amounting to near five 
millions fterling : Bur the poor people 
are faid to pay above a third more than. 
this fum, which the farmers retain to 
enrich them(felves and bribe the great 
for their protection ;_ which protection 
of the great is the true reafon why this. 
moft iniquitous, oppreffive, and ab. 
furd’ method. of levying money is not 
bait’ afide. Over and above ‘thofeé ar- 
ticles’ I have mentioned, the French 
king drave; confiderable fums from his 
clergy, under the denomination of 
dons gratuits, or free-gifts; as well, 
as from the fubfidies given by the pays 
d'etats, fuch asProvence, Languedoc, 
and Bretagne, which are exempted 
from the taille. ‘Fhe whole revenne 
ofthe French king amounts to betweeu, 
twelve and thirteen millions fterling.. 
Theteare great refources for the King :, 
But they will always keep the pe@ple’ 
miférable,» and effectually prevent, 
them from making fuch improvements, 
as might ‘turn theirdands to the beft 
advantage. But befides being’ eafed 
inithe article of taxes, there 1s fome- 
thing elfe required to make them ex- 
ert theméelves for the benefit of their 
country. They mult be free in’eleir 
perfons 
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rfons, fecure in their pro » in- 
Sulged with reafonable ce and ef- 
feftually protected by law from the 
infolence and oppreflion of their fu- 
periors. 

Great as the French king's refources 
may appear, they are hardly fufficient 
to defray the enormous expence of his 

vernment. About two millions 

erling per annum of his revenue are 
faid to be anticipated for paying the 
intereft of the public debts; oe the 
reft is found inadequate to the charge 
of a prodigious ftanding army, a dou- 
ble frontier of fortified towns, and the 
extravagant appointments of ambafia- 
dors, generals, governors, intendants, 
commandants, and other officers of 
the crown, all of whom affect a pomp, 
which is g nse ridiculous and rods 


gal. A French general in the field. 
1s always attended by thirty or forty 
cooks; and thinks it is incumbent 


upon him, for the glory of France, to 
give a hundred difhes every day at his 
table. When don Philip, and the 
marechal duke de Belleifle, had their 

uarters at Nice, there were fifty {cul- 
jions conftantly employed in the great 
dquarein plucking poultry. This ab- 
yr luxury infects their whole army. 

ven the commiflaries keep open table; 
and nothing is feen but prodigality 
and profufion. The king of Sardinia 
proceeds upon another plan. His 
troops are better cloathed, better paid 
and better fed than thofe of France. 
The commandant of Nice has about 
four hundred a year of appointments, 
which enable him to live decently, and 
even to entertain ftrangers. On the 
other hand, the commaa.lant of 
Antibes, which is in all _ refpeéts 
more inconfiderable than Nice, has 
from the French king above five 
times the fum to fupport the glory 
of his monarch, which all the fenfible 
part of mankind treat with ridicule 
and contempt. But the finances of 
France are fo ill managed, that many of 
their commandants, and other officers, 
have not been able to draw their ap- 
pointments thefe two years. In vain 
they complain and remonitrate. When 
they. grow troublefome they are re- 
moved. How then muft they fupport 
the glory of France? how, but by op- 
prefing the podr people. - The trea- 
furer makes ule of their money for his 
ewn bepefit. The king knows it; 


Obfervations on the French Government. 






There are, 
undoubtedly, many marks of relaxa- 


tion in the reins of the Frexch go- 
vernment, and, inail probability, the 
fubjects of France will be the firft to 
take advantage of it, There is at pre- 
fent a violent fermentation of different 


‘principles among them, which under 


the reign of a very weak prince, or dur- 
ing a long minority, may producea 
great change in the conftitution, In 
proportion to the progrefs of reafon 
and philofophy, which have made 
great advances in this kingdom, fu- 
peritition lofes ground ; antient preju- 
dices give way; a fpirit of freedom 
takes the afcendant. All the learned 
laity of France deteft the hierarchy as 
a plan of defpotifm, founded on im- 


. pofture and ufurpation. The protef- 


tants, who are very numerons in the 
fouthern parts, abhor it with ail the 
the rancour of religious fanaticifm. 
Many of the commons, enriched by 
commerce and manufacture, grow 
impatient of thofe odious diftinGtions, 
which exclude them from the honours 
and privileges due to their importance 
in the commonwealth ; and all the par- 
liaments, or tribunals of juftice in the 
kingdom, feem bent upon aiflerting 
their rights and independence in the 
face of the king's prerogative, and 
even at the expence of his power and 
authority. Should any. prince there- 
fore be feduced by evil counfellors, oF 
mifled by his own bigotry, to take om 
arbitrary ftep, that may be extreme y 
difagreeable to all thofe communiticss 
without having fpirit to exert the we 
lence of his power for the fepport

Defeription of a beautiful Chinefe 
Pheafant » the Feathers and Drawing 

which were fent from Canton to 
dian -Fothergill,-M. D. F. R.-S. 
By Mr. George Edwards F. R. S, 


‘Read March. 7, 176s. 


"T‘HE Argus is a fpecies of the 
_pheafant, the larget™ of that ge 
nus yet known, being equal in fize to 
a full grown-tutkey-cock, from one 
of the “moft northern provinces of 
Chita. I take it to be a male bird, 
bythe beautiful red fkin on the fore 
part of the head, and’ its fine blue 
changeable creft and neck; the te- 
males of all the different fpecies of 
eafants yet difcovered :having little 
or no gaudy colours about their heads. 
The béak is made like that of our 
| » Of a yellowith-white colour: 
the fore-part of the head, and the-be- 
sinning of the throat, is covered with 
2 fine tcarlet fkin feemingly void of fea- 
thers, but is rough with a kind of 
gram. The irides of the eyes are orange 
» more yellow next the pupil, 
im their outer circumfe- 
rence; the fkin reund the eye is dufky, 
pa it hath alfo blackifh marks 
eftom. the corners of the 
hen the top and hinder part of the 


and neck are of a fine blue 
changeable colour: it has a creft of 

ent feathers, which I fuppofe 
‘= Sept. 1766, 
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it can raife or lower at pleafure: the 
lower part of the neck, the back, and 
covert feathers of the wings, are co- 
vered with black or duiky feathers, 
having a fmall broken trantverfe mix- 
ture of reddith brown: the wings, 
when clofed, meafure about feventeen 
inches, though the prime quill fall 
fhort of the length of thofe above them; 
the wing hath: about twenty quills, 
the outermoft fhorteit, which graduall 
lengthenstothe fifth; thenine outermo 
uills are of a lightith yellow brown, 
potted with dufky fpots, of the fize of 
tarés, except on the inher webs, next 
the thafts, where they are of a dutky 
brown, with white: fpots as fmall as 
muftard feeds ; the thafts of thele fea- 
thers are of a lead colour; thie eleven 
rémaining quills, which charaCerize 
this bird, are of a darker brown than 
the foregoing, marked with round and 
longith duiky fpots- on-both the inner . 
and outer webs. What is moft ex- 
traordinary in -thefe feathers’ is, that 
each of them has.on the outer web, 
clofe'adjoining to the fhaft, a row of 
very diftiné& ipots like eyes, fo fhaded 
as to appear imbofled: they are larger 
and fmaller as the feathers are to the 
outer quills; they are trom twelve to 
fifteen on each feather; the iargeft 
eyes are an Inch in diameter, they are 
incircied firft with black, and without 
that with light brown, their thafts 
are white; .the eyes in the twoor three 
innermoft quills are not fo regularly 


marked, they lofe their roundneis, and 


‘become confufed ; thefe beautiful eyes 
are not feen, Wfiels the wings are a 
little fpread ;_ the fingle feather, of 
half the natural length, figured in the 
Priate, will give an idea of the eyes 
and fpotsbeyond defcription ; the in- 
ner coverts of the wings are brown 
‘with black fpots; the under fides of 
the quilis‘are marked like the upper ; 
‘but fainter coloured, the inner webs 
edged with light ath colour, which 
ferms a whitith bed within fide of the 
wing. .The ‘throat, breaft, rump, 
and covert feathers, on the upper fide 
of the tail, are of a dull orange co- 
lour, with round dufky fpots; the
